Suicide.—2d Lieut. Samuel Howard Loder, on Saturday 
last, the 5th instant, shot himself through the head while sit- 
ting in his tent at Fort Benton, Dakota. Young Loder dis- 
tinguished himself for gallantry only a few months since in 
the action of Judith Basin. He was from Jersey City, and 
his death, says the Evening Journal of that city, “is a sad 
blow to his family, who reside on Brinkerhoff street, on the 
Heights. They knew nothing of young Loder's fate until 
yesterday morning, when one of the family read the Asso- 
ciated Press despatch giving an account of the affair. Lieut. 
Loder has been in the service nearly two years, having grad- 
uated from the West Point Military Academy in June, 1877, 
to which institution he was appointed in 1873, by Hon. Isaac 
W. Scudder, then member of Congress from this District. 

Loder received his early education in public school No. 12 and 
in the High School of this city, and won his appointment in a 
competitive examination, in which there were numervus con- 
testants from the various schools of the county, notably 
among them being several other High School boys, and 
several of the Hasbrouck Institute boys. After his graduation 
at West Point, he spent several weeks with his family in this 
city, before joining his regiment, and while he was here the 
railroad riots occurred, and during that time he performed 
duty as a staff officer of then Goy. Joseph D. Bedle.” His 
entry into the service, we may add, was as additional second 
lieutenant of the 9th Infantry, June 15, 1877, whence he was 
transferred to his late rank and regiment, Aug. 20, 1877.

Speaking of a recent change of camp in this regiment, by 
which it becomes more accessible to citizens, the Atlanta 
Dispatch one day last week said: 

The removal will be hailed with pleasure by our citizens, between 
whom and the soldiery the beet of feeling prevails. It has been a 
subject of much regret that the lack of street-car facilities pre- 
vented the ladies and children from witnessing the parades, listen- 
ing to the music, etc. This difficulty has been overcome by the 
change of the camps, and no doubt our citizens will avail them- 
selves of the privilege and go out in large numbers. 

Sometimes when we see paragraphs like this—and it is not 
an uncommon one—in Southern newspapers, it makes us 
smile to contrast them with the torrent of eloquence going 
on simultaneously, it may be, in Congress, or elsewhere, in 
regard to the oppression and suffering supposed to be in- 
flicted on sundry garrison towns by the presence among them 
of a * hireling” soldiery—(with a heavy accent on the “‘hire- 
ling”’—armies that serve without pay being less objectionable 
than others), and in regard to the striking resemblance be- 
tween George III. and the Congress of the United States, in 
that the former ‘‘ hath quartered troops among us in time of 
peace,” 

Commenting on the suicide of Lieut. McCawley, the Atlanta 
Constitution says that his wife’s apprehensions ‘* had been all 
along turned to this result from her husband’s conduct. She 
was in town after him on Monday and urged some of his 
fellow-ofticers to find him and return him tocamp. When 
the messenger reached the camp with the news and it was 
then 4" from her, she still suspected the truth and begged 
not to be deceived.” It adds, in reference to a previous 
attempt : 

It appears that last Friday Lieut. McCawley was found at the 
Kimball House, where he bad taken a room and where he at 
tempted to make away with his life by taking laundanum. He had 
just lost $350 in the faro-bank in the rear of the Alhambra saloon 
on Decatur street, and at that time it is reported to the police he 
was so much under the influence of the opiate that he was lying 
across the table, over his faro ‘* chipe,’’ insensible. He went to the 
Kimball House, registered, and either got into the wrong room, or 
there was a reason to change him, for the servants kept waking 
him up to that extent the effects of the drug were weakened so as 
to probably save his life. The cause of the suicide i« well settled. 
Lieut. McCawley was one of those unfortunates who have a mania 
for the faro table. He was not content to stay away from the ruin- 
ous game when he could get to it with money. He has lost large 
sums by it recently. He had borrowed from many of his fellow- 
ofticers, and several times they have had, here and elsewhere, to as- 
sist in extricating bim from his gaming difficulties. When he got 
his three hundred dvilars on Monday he made straight to the Big 
Bonanza gambling house on Decatur street, and there began again 
to feed the insatiate ‘‘ tiger." About half-past one o'clock the offi- 
cers who were in search of him found him at the table in thie gam- 
ing house and made him get the cash for about $75 worth of checks 
that he had then before him. He came out with them and prem- 
ised to go on to camp atonce. It is feared he simply dodved them 
with the purpose in view that he subsequently executed. He went 
to the post-office and bonght a money order for $150, payable to 
** James Dougherty, Cotton Lill, above Fifteenth street, Philadel- 
phia, Penn.,”’ presumably money intended for his daughter in that 
city. That was shortly before he shot himeelf hen he left 
camp in the morning it is said by his wife that he had only forty 
cents. He had no pistol and bought the one he used for the occa- 
sion. The Coroner's inquest was held by Dr. W G. Drake, yester- 

day morning at ten o'clock. The finding of the jury was that he

The Ithaca, N. Y., Journal, of July 1, gives a version of 
the fatal Rousseau-Rivers encounter, in the following letter 
from Dr. P. C. Gilbert, formerly of Ithaca: 

Camp ON THE East BRANCH OF THE NEUCES, / 

Texas, Jane 19, 1879. § 

The facts as we have them are that Lieut. Rousseau, son of Gen. 
Rousseau. deceased, of the 20th Infantry, was over in Brackett 
Sunday night, and had a drunken altercation with a druggist by 
the name of Rivers, commonly called Dr. Rivers, (but all that he 
knew of medicine he learned while Hospital Steward.) The pri- 
mary cause of the quarrel was whiskey, the immediate cause was 
a dispute over cards. Lieut. Rousseau shot Rivers five times, any 
one of which was fatal, and killed him instantly. He was imme- 
diately arrested and put in jail, where he now is. As represented 
to ue, it is a case of unqualified murder, ———S is reasonably 
certain Roussean had no knowledge of his act. king at it from 
a moral, not a legal, stand-point, his guilt is greatest in ever drink- 
ing a drop of any intoxicating liquor, for it invariably makes him 
fighting crazy, and several times he has when drunk attempted to 
kill brother officers. Knowing his own uliarity so well, he had 
discarded carrying his revolver, and in this instance no serious re- 
sult would have followed the quarrel had not a bystander handed 
him one. Rousseau is a young man, about 2 years old, and 
although not by any means brilliant, is usually a pleasant gentle- 
man to meet, kind-hearted and generous, his most distinguishing 
characteristic being a passion for flowers. We have heard nothing 
further than I have related except that the officers are contributing 
most liberally to secure the best legal counsel for him, Gen. Mac- 
Kenzie having headed the list with $50. Rousseau has a mother 
and sister living, who are represented as most estimable ladies.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


A Bismarck despatch of July 5 says: The Tribune 
to-day has the following special from Fort Buford: Co. 
C, 6th Infantry, Lieut. Byrne commanding, will leave 
here on the steamer Rosebud. It will be stationed at 
Gen. Miles’ supply depot, at old Fort Peck. A large 
amount of subsistence stores will go forward by the same 
boat for Gen. Miles’ troops in the field. Capt. Hamilton, 
2d Cavalry, will join the expedition from this point. 
Capt. Britton had a long conference with the rebellious 
chiefs at Poplar River Agency. Black Catfish and Stab, 
being asked why they refused to be counted by agents, 
stated that the count produced nothing but tickets, and 
they could not eat tickets. It is also reported that the 
low prices paid by Thompson and Co., Indian traders, 
for robes, caused great dissatisfaction. The trader 
Thompson explains that Catfish demanded not only a 
very high price for some inferior robes, but a feast for 
his band, and undertook to bulldoze the agent as well as 
the trader, because his demands were not complied with. 
Capt. Britton, an officer of experience among Indian 
tribes, explained matters satisfactorily to the chiefs, and 
they were then as earnest for a count as they were at 
first opposed to it. At date of last advices there was not 
an ounce of food at Poplar River for the Indians. No 
blame is attached to the agent, but to the Indian Com- 
missioner, who has not forwarded the supplies. A band 
of one thousand Sioux warriors, under Yellow Eagle, 
crossed about Musselshell, travelling toward the Yellow- 
stone about the last of June. Capt. Sanger’s company 
of the 17th Infantry and Capt. Sanders’ company of the 
6th Infantry have been ordered out on the Northern 
Pacific extension to do escort duty. This will make four 
companies on that duty. 

The Interior Department learns that white men, dur- 
ing the past few weeks, have stolen about 700 horses 
from the Indians at the Red Cloud Agency, and run 
them across the Nebraska line. The State authorities, 
it hears, do nothing to prevent raids upon the Indians’ 
property, and the military, on account of the Posse 
Comitatus law, stand by without intercepting or pursuing 
the marauders, although the stolen horses are driven 
right past Camp Sheridan and Camp Robinson, on the 
way to market or to the horse-thieves’ corrals. The In- 
dians, notwithstanding, remain peaceable and are begin- 
ning to devote themselves to farming. The War De- 
artment, however, hears this news with some surprise. 
he New York Times says: 

An official inquiry will be ordered. If the military officers at 
Camps Robinson and Sheridan permitted white thieves to drive 
the stolen horses of the Indians pos those camps, knowing the 
property to have bh en stolen, without any offer to arrest them, 
they will be called to nccount for dereliction of duty. The Posse 
Comitatus law cannot apply to Indian reservations, becanse upon 
such reservations there is no civil law, and consequently there can 
be no civil officers to summon a posse. The military are stationed 
conveniently to Indian reservations for the double purpose of pre- 
venting the Indians from depredating upon the whites, and pre- 
venting the whites from making predatory raids upon the Indians. 
The duty of the Army on the Indian frontier is to preserve the 
peace. ana the robbery of peaceful Indians by white men is as 
flagrant a breach of the public peace as though the Indians were 
to quit their reservations and depredate upon the settlements of 
the whites. Indian reservations are beyond the jurisdiction of the 
civil courts, and it is probable that such Army officers now in 
charge of frontier posts as are not aware of this fact, will have 
their attention directed to it by positive orders from the War 
Department, 

The British Indians reported by Agent Lincoln, of the 
Gros Ventre Agency, as having crossed the border, have 
returned to Canada without doing much damage. 

The Indians killed one man and seriously wounded 
another, a few days since, near Lincoln Gulch, Montana. 
Secretary Schurz says that the raid into the Indian 
Territory has been entirely suppressed. 








Fvap and Nusri Pachas charge that, previous to leaving 
Plevna as prisoner of war Osman Pacha divided the military 
treasury among the field officers, taking as his own share 8,800 
Turkish liras. These, after his return to Constantinople, he 
indeed replaced, but in caimes, pocketing the difference. 
Since he was placed at the head of the War Department, 
Osman Pacha has taken considerable sums for himself out of 
the revenue devoted to the wants of the army. Osman replies 
with grave charges against Fuad. 





A PontiF10aL requiem mass for the repose of the soul of 
the French Prince Imperial, was solemnized at St. Mary’s 
Catholic Church, Newport, on the morning of July 8, by 
Bishop Hendricken.

THE INDIAN SUN DANCES. 


Tue Interior Department has received from Dr. T. 
Woodbridge, Agency Physician for the Fort Peck 
Agency, the following description of the annual ‘sun 
dance,” which took place near Poplar River, Montana, 
about two weeks ago: 


I have just witnessed the great Indian festival of the 
‘sun dance” or worship of the sun. Great preparations 
had been made for it and everything was on thegrandest 
scale. The city of lodges was moved and the Indians 
encamped on a beautiful plain enclosing a hollow square 
large enough for the movements of thousands of horse- 
men. In the centre the great pavilion or medicine lodge 
was erected, 150 feet in diameter, the outside formed of 
small posts of green poplar and willow, thickly inter- 
woven with green branches. Resting on this and on a 
rude framework within, all around for about twenty feet 
the space was covered with buffalo skins, forming the 
‘dress circle,” with places assigned to the musicians and 
actors or dancers. In the centre was the great medicine 
pole, fifty feet high. The diameter of the central 
—about one hundred feet—was open to broad ght. 
Only the men occupied the deep circle, where they were 
feasted during the performance of twenty-eight continu- 
ous hours, during which time about forty dogs were 
immolated and eaten, besides large quantities of buffalo 
meat, wild turnip heads and hot cauldrons of other eat- 
ables that are nameless, The audience was composed of 
about five thousand Indians, but as only the men occu- 
pied the circle within, the common people, women and 
boys, had to be satisfied by viewin the rformances 
through the wide entrance or aout the interstices in 
the leafy barriers. All had on their holiday attire, the 
dresses of some of the chiefs and those acting as direc- 
tors or priests were gorgeous. 

When all was prepared, amid the waving of banners, 
music and the loud shouting of the assembled throng, 
over fifty braves entered, each an Apollo, painted and 
naked to the waist, except a profusion of ornaments, 
with headdresses of beautiful feathers, their black, glossy 
hair reaching down to their lower garments, which were 
most beautifully and artistically arranged. Each carried 
in his hand an ornamental whistle, made from the bone 
of an eagle’s wing, which was blown shrilly during the 
dancing. Each carried also a bouquet, composed mostly 
of the wild sage. Their appearance and reception were 
grand and imposing. The first afternoon’s performance 
would have been called wonderful for display of 
heroism and power to endure and suffer. Many had 
from fifty to two hundred pieces cut out of the Yiving 
flesh from their arms and back. The dance was kept 
up all night with unabated fervor, every ormance 
having something new and startling. But in the morn- 
ing torture reigned supreme, men dancing with two, 
three and four buffalo heads suspended from holes cut 
in their flesh. One Indian dragged on the ground eight 
buffalo heads fastened to the flesh of his back, and 
in the stooping posture he was forced to assume they 
had lacerated or torn the cuts in his back to the extent 
of three inches. Others were held by four different 
cords, two in the breast and two in the back, fastened to 
four stakes; and still others were fastened to the centre 
ined with ropes which were fastened to the breast and 

ack. 

Some, in addition to being fastened by the flesh of 
their breasts, had buffalo heads suspended from the 
back, and they would be seized by the hanging heads 
and jerked till one would think their life would be for- 
feited. Others made frantic efforts to break loose, and 
I often noticed the integument to be stretched three or 
four inches from the body. Some fell faint and ex- 
hausted, and, with wild shouts, the din of music and weird 
songs, made of it a perfect pandemonium. The dancers 
neither took food, sleep nor water during the festival. 
Their dancing, their invocations and their prayers were 
fervent. They laid their faces on the buffelo heads 
while praying for success in hunting, and the priest 
wept and asked the Great Spirit to give them success in 
the chase and let them have food for their wives and 
children ; also to give them plenty of horses, to prosper 
them and help them to subdue their enemies. The sod 
was carefully removed in a spot four feet square, and 
within a white spot was made. This is all they knew, 
and with no teacher but nature we must Lice 4 them 
charitably. ‘‘Count not impossible that which seems 
unlike.” Their liberality was unbounded. Over two 
hundred horses were given away, besides great quanti- 
ties of other articles.

sun dance which was to begin there last week Friday. 


Double rations have been issued, and over two hundred 


beef cattle were driven out to them.

Skoretary THompsoy, by telegraph to the different 
commandants on July 3, directed that the men employed 
in the Navy-yards should be granted, in addition to the 
usual 4th of July holiday, a second holiday on the day 
following.

A part of the crew of the Mexican war steamer Liber- 
tad, in the Harbor of Vera Cruz, mutinied on June 26, 
and seized the steamer while the commander was on 
shore. Simultaneously, some of the officers of the Vera 
Cruz garrison attempted to raise a revolt, at the instiga- 
tion of some discontented persons. Nine of the rebels 
were killed. The Libertad went to sea, and vessels 
started in pursuit ; but on the 30th she returned to Vera 
Cruz. 


Tere is much curiosity to know what is the cause of 
delay in promulgating the finding of the court martial 
which tried First Lieut. F. A. Mullany, U. 8. M. C., in 
Boston, last April. At one time, in days gone by, it was 
not unusual for months to elapse before an officer knew 
his fate, but the present Administration has hitherto 
been much more prompt in such matters. 

Despatoues have been received by mail from Com- 
mander L. A. Beardslee, reporting the arrival of the 
Jamestown at Sitka June 14. On the reaching of the 
interior of the passage between the islands, the Alaska 
took the Jamestown in tow. The passage from San 
Francisco during the latter part was very stormy, the 
ship being reduced to close reefs a good part of the time. 
During the heaviest weather the ship proved to be re- 
markably dry, comfortable, and easy in her pitching and 
rolling. She arrived inside the sound on the 12th, but 
was prevented from reaching the anchorage by heavy 
squalls and driving rains. In that latitude the baro- 
meter furnishes no indications, as yet fully understood ; 
on one occasion in a gale of wind it began to fall, and in 
48 hours went from 30.47 to 29.47—the weather con- 
stantly improving. Officers and crew in excellent health 
and spirits. 

Rear-ApmiraAL Patrerson reports as follows from 
Yokohama, June 9: The Richmond arrived at Shanghai 
from Hong Kong May 25, having been detained two 
days outside the Saddle by thick fog. She proceeded to 
Taku Bar on the 29th to meet Gen. Grant on his return 
from Peking and bring him to Japan. She was ex- 
pected at Nagasaki about June 25. The Ashuelot ieft 
Shanghai with Gen. Grant and party on board, on May 
23, for Tientsin. On the return of Gen. Grant she pro- 
ceeded to Shanghai. The Monocacy and Palos remain 
at Shanghai. The latter vessel has been docked and 
her bottom cleaned and painted. The Ranger paid a 
brief visit to Swatow May 21, and returned to Amoy. 
The flagship Monongahela was at Yokohama June 9. 
The government of Japan expected to send a man-of- 
war to Nagasaki to carry the Emperor’s representatives 
to welcome Gen. Grant. 

Tue training ship Minnesota, Captain 8. B. Luce, U. 
8. N., commanding, left her anchorage in North River 
on Monday morning, July 7, at 10 o’clock, and pro- 
ceeded up the river for the purpose of recruiting boys 
for the naval service. She was to go as far as her draft of 
water (23 feet) will permit—at least as far as Pough- 
keepsie—stopping at the principal towns on the way. It 
made an unusual spectacle for the dwellers on the 
Hudson to see a stately and powerful frigate like the 
Minnesota ploughing the waters of their noble river. It 
is understood that the ship will be at Stony Point on the 
16th and participate in the exercises of that notable 
occasion. A despatch from Poughkeepsie, July 9, says: 
The Minnesota is at anchor here, and over 2,000 people 
have visited her to-day. Boys are arriving on board, 
anxious to enlist, and some have already passed exami- 
nation. This evening the officers are enjoying a recep- 
tion given them by the wife of Commander Ralph 
Chandler, at her residence in Academy street. The 
Minnesota will leave here Friday for Newburg, and early 
next week will depart for Stony Point, to participate in 
the Centennial celebration.

Tue court of inquiry convened in Philadelphia on 
June 16, to investigate the circumstances attending the 
grounding of the Constitution on the south coast of Eng- 
land last January, and the breaking of her rudder head 
in February, while at sea in a heavy gale of wind, con- 
cluded its business last Wednesday, and forwarded the 
record of its proceedings to the Navy Department. The 
investigation was necessarily a long and tedious one, as 
it involved many pee points, and called for the ex- 
amination of upward of twenty-five witnesses, many of 
whom were experts in navigation or naval construction. 
The record, which embraces five hundred pages of offi- 
cial paper, is really a compendium of knowledge relating 
to the geography and hydrography of the English Chan- 
nel, the means to be employed in getting a stranded ship 
afloat, and for improvising tempo steering gear in a 
gale of wind at sea. The testimony in the latter matter 
revealed great courage and gallantry upon the part of 
three of the crew of the Constitution, named respectively 
Horton, Matthews, and Williams, two of whom went 
over the stern and cut the rudder chains adrift, and the 
third, being one of the carpenter’s gang, bored a hole in 
the rudder through which a belaying pin was driven to 
fasten hawsers to, while a heavy sea was running. The 
court was required to re all the facts in these several 
cases, and to give its opinion as to who, if any one, is to 
blame. The course of the inquiry included four coun- 
tries, in each of which—France, England, Port , and 
the United States—the ship was put into dry dock, with- 
in the riod of fifteen months.

THE DEPARTURE OF THE JEANNETTE. 
Tue Arctic exploring vessel Jeannette sailed for San 
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Tne San Francisco Chronicle gives these particulars 
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boy, making the total number of those who will sail on 
the vessel 32. 

The carpenter, William Lindemann, will be making 
in the Jeannette his third voyage to the Arctic. He first 
went up in the Polaris, and was one of that part of her 
company that escaped on the floating ice and gave notice 
of the danger of the remainder of the crew, who were 
ice-bound. He then accompanied the Tigress on her 
voyage of rescue. Boatswain Coles has been in the ser- 
vice of Mr. Bennett for many years and was mate of the 
yacht Henrietta when she crossed the Atlantic under 
Captain Samuels in the great ocean yacht race. Most 
of the crew were picked up by the agent of the ship, 
J. C. Morison, who is at present in this city, in New 
York. The seamen receive $25 per month, the rest of 
the crew in proportion, 

The Jeannette will have on board 135 tons of coal on 
leaving this port. At Alaska her bunkers will be re- 
plenished. She will be accompanied by a convoy which 
will carry about twenty tons additional of provisions 
and sixty or seventy tons of coal. The convoy will 
accompany her to St. Michaels, and leave her as fully 
coaled and provisioned as when she sails from this port. 
The surplus provisions and coal taken up will then be 
placed in a cache on the outskirts of the ice at St. 
Michaels, to serve as reserve supplies in case of the 
wreck or abandonment of the vessel, or for the use of 
her crew on fhe return voyage. 

To these details the Vallejo Chronicle adds the fol- 
lowing : Each man will be fitted out with three suits ; 
one of them is a heavy brown copper fastened duck- 
whose skill very much depends the safe navigation of 
the vessel, is an old whaler who has spent years in the 
polar regions. The crew are picked men, of whom 
several have accompanied one or more expeditions of 
exploration to the Arctic.

Ambler, surgeon, and head of the scientific branch of 
the expedition; William Coles, boatswain; William 
Lindemann, carpenter; George W. Boyd, John Lauder- 
back and I. Iverson, coal passers; L. Noros, Herbert 
Keach, Henry Wilson, E. Starr, Peter E. Johnson, 
Neils Erickson, Henry Kaack, Adolph Dressler, Frank 
Munson, Henry D. Warren, G. Kuehne, August Goertz, 
seamen. In addition to the above there are yet to be 
obtained two firemen, a cook, a steward and a cabin 
suit lined throughout with gray blanket. The coat is 
made after the ulster pattern, and provided with a num- 
ber of pockets, and broad belt, to strap around the 
waist. Another suit, which is intended for dress parade, 
is the regulation blue naval uniform, the trousers being 
wide at the bottoms, the shirt being double-back with 
broad collar. The cap is the regulation style, and black 
necktie: The third suit is made of black oil skin, and 
comprises pea jacket pants and sou’wester. Each will be 
provided with a long blue overcoat, and a number of 
pairs of woollen stockings that are made to reach above 
the knees. The shoes are to be made to order in San 
Francisco of canvas and lined with felt. Fifty dozen 
spools of Ballou’s assorted linen threads, a couple of 
dozen pairs of scissors, a large quantity of pins and 
needles will be among the nick-nacks. Fine and coarse 

ombs, a dozen and a half of two and three quart rubber 
bottles with handles, made by the National Rubber 
Company of Bristol, R, L., will be carried along for use 
while travelling in small boats on the ice. Where the 
mouth piece is fastened, there is a rubber funnel stitched 
on so that the bottle can be easily filled. This style of 
bottle is said to be superior to the old style army can- 
teen made of tin, as there is no danger of their break- 
ing on being dented. Besides the clothing that has been 
picked out for the crew, the officers will also have their 
outfit after the same pattern, except the blue shirt, 
trousers and cap, they wearing the governmental officers’ 
uniforms. The Alaska Fur Company some time ago 
presented the expedition with a complete outfit of fur 
clothing, which, of course, will be made use of. Every 
man will be provided with a pair of heavy blue blankets, 
mattress and pillows. 

But the Vallejo Chronicle of June 27 gives a less 
favorable view. It says that the Jeannette ‘* was a ves- 
sel in so wretched a condition that $20,000 worth of 
repairs had to be put on her to gét her across the ocean. 
The vessel’s repairs have been since completed, and it 
cost $45,000 to do them. Here were, altogether, $65,- 
000 worth of repairs put on a ship bought for $20,000 ; 
comments on the kind of a ship she must have been are 
unnecessary in light of these figures alone. But the 
vessel is now repaired, and thoroughly enough, we sup- 
pose. What kind of a vessel she is, is shown by her 
trial trip of the other day when a tug with a line of mud 
scows was able to overtake her.” The Chronicle also 
speaks of the bad quality of the canned meat and pota- 
toes offered to the vessel ; but it does not appear that 
any bad provisions were actually taken—so that, on the 
whole, she seems to have gone in good condition. 





Tuosk dapper-looking chaps, says the Philadelphia 
Record of July 7, whose white skull-caps and brass-but- 
toned jackets have been the admiration of Chestnut 
street since Wednesday last, are cadet engineers from 
Annapolis on a summer cruise, and so timing them- 
selves as to visit all the great machine-shops. They 
thus give practical form to their studies. They left An- 
napolis in the United States vessels Mayflower and 
Standish—the first-class cadets in the Mayflower, the 
third-class cadets in the other vessel. After a week 
spent in Delaware Bay, at Newcastle, at Wilmington, 
and at Chester, they arrived at the old Navy-yard on 
Wednesday. At 8 o'clock each morning the cadets, 
with their senior instructor, visit. some large manufac- 


turing establishment, where the instructor explains to 
them the principles involved in the construction and 
running of the machinery.

THE TRIAL AT SPEZIA. 


Tue sun shone brightly, says the Spezia correspondent 
of the London Nes, under date of June 24, and scarce 
a ripple stirred the glassy surface of the Gulf of Spezia, 
when at 74 yesterday morning the steam launch, bearing 
on board Admiral Delstanto, the British naval attache, 
Herr Krupp, the representatives of the firm of Armstrong 
and others, moved from the quay, making for San Bar- 
tolomeo, where, on a pontoon moored at 150 metres dis- 
tance from the target, rested the huge hulk of the 100- 
ton Armstrong gun. The target consisted of four steel 
plates (Terre Noire) 9 feet long by 4 feet 8 inches wide, 
and 2 feet 4 inches thick, weighing twenty tons each, 
ranged in double tier, sheathed in iron casing with 
wooden backing supported by iron beams. After an 
hour spent in surveying the gun and target the day’s ex- 
periments commenced. 

The question at issue was twofold. The efficiency of 
steel armor plating against a 100-ton Armstrong, and the 
respective merits of the projectiles furnished by the 
firms Armstrong, Grusson, Whitworth, Terre Noire, and 
San Vito. Two projectiles were to be fired against each 
of the four plates, and the two best were to be tried on 
the morrow against the steel plates furnished by Saint 
Chamond. The terrible efficiency of the projectiles first 
tried thwarted these arrangements. The first round was 
fired with a projectile (San Vito) from the government 
manufactory of Fossano, made of chilled gregorini cast 
iron, weighing 2,022 pounds, the charge being 550 
pounds powder. The shell was projected with the velo- 
city of 1,715 feet per second. tt struck the target and 
rebounded and shivered in pieces, after piercing the 
plate to a depth of fourteen inches and carrying away a 
third of it. 

The second round was fired with a Whitworth pro- 
jectile weighing 2,110 pounds, made of compressed steel, 
with hardened point three inches long. The shell pierced 
the plate 22 inches, and, carrying away a third of it, 
passed through the backing, remaining itself almost in- 
tact. The third round was fired with an Armstrong 
projectile weighing 1,946 pounds. The shell penetrated 
the plate twelve inches, completely shattered and dis- 
lodging it, and rendering the target unfit for further 
practice, but failing to penetrate the backing. 

Though the Government Commission has not mani- 
fested its opinion, the general conviction is that these 
experiments fully proved the utter inefficiency of steel 
plates for defensive purposes. 








SprAKING of Senator McPherson’s Navy reduction bill, 
a Washington dispatch of last Sunday to the New York 
Tribune says: ‘‘Senator McPherson intends to press 
the measure at the regular session. One of its provisions 
is that officers who resign within one year from the 
passage of the bill shall be entitled to receive one year’s 
extra sea pay for each term of five years (not exceeding 
two terms) which they may have passed in the service. 
The indications are that should this project ever be car- 
ried out many officers will resign rather than remain in 
the service with the diminished prospect for promotion.” 








A Paitape.puia dispatch of July 8 says: A meeting 
called by the Maritime Exchange at the request of Cols. 
Macomb and Ludlow, of the United States Engineer 
Corps, was held to-day to consider an application which 
has been made to the War Department for permission to 
lay a wire cable in the bed of the Delaware River, be- 
tween Philadelphia and Bordentown, N. J., to be used 
for towing purposes, on the Belgian plan. The general 
opinion of the business men present was that it was im- 
practicable to lay such a cable, as it would be a hind- 
rance to navigation. A resolution to that effect was un- 
animously adopted. : 








Tne surface of the water at the mouth of St. John’s 
River, Florida, is only three feet six inches lower than 
it is two hundred and fifty miles above. In other words, 
the river has but an average fall of less than a sixth of 
an inch to the mile. Its length is between three hundred 
and four hundred miles, yet its source is not more than 
twelve miles from the shores of the same ocean into 
which it empties itself. 








Tne last improvement in mariners’ compasses, viz., 
H. A. Senner’s ‘‘ Warning or Tell-tale” compass, enables 
the captain or officer in charge of a vessel to leave the 
dock and so arrange matters in his cabin that should the 
vessel deviate from a given course a bell rings, the amount 
of deviation can be arranged for any angle. The com- 
plete apparatus is contained in a small box. 








A tetrer from Samoa in the Allgemeine Zeitung 
states that German cruisers are visiting the New Hebri- 
des, New Britain, Lime Island, etc., to engage laborers 
for five years for the plantations of German settlers.

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ARREARS OF PENSIONS. 


AN examination of the records of the Pension Bureau 
up to the 30th of June of the present year, shows that 
13,890 arrears of pension cases, representing $7,220,- 
572.44, had already been paid, or were ready for Pay- 
ment on that date. They were distributed among the 
several agencies as nearly as practicable in proportion to 
the number of pensioners upon the respective agency 
rolls, as follows: Boston, 890; Canandai 946 ; 
Chicago, 1,227; Columbus, 1,296; Des Moines, 760; 
Concord, 842; Detroit, 665; Indianapolis, 1,071 ; Knox- 
ville, 468; Louisville, 331; Milwaukee, 688; New York, 
1,000; Philadelphia, 1,095; Pittsburg, 692; St. Louis, 
864; Washington, 965; San Francisco, 82. Upward of 
9,000 cases were settled in June. The Commissioner of 
Pensions expects to be able to pay an equal, if not a 
greater, number mcnthly until all are settled. Sixty- 
three thousand three Hundred and seventy-two persons 
have made claims for arrears, but, including the 13,880 
cases already settled, not more than 45, or 48,000 
persons, who are already pensioners, have arrears due 
them. Many, therefore, who apply are not entitled to 
arrears. The Commissioner expects that nearly all who 
are entitled to arrears will be paid by the end of October. 
With regard to the order of settlement, he oe that the 
act of Jan. 25 established every pensioner’s right at the 
same moment. ‘The pensioner was required to make an 
application for his arrears mainly for the purpose of en- 
abling the Pension Office more easily to identify the 
papers, but the date of filing such application is not 
taken into account in fixing the order of settlement. He 
also states that if the cases had been taken up for settle- 
ment in the order of filing, the pensioners living in the 
large cities near Washington would have been first paid, 
to the exclusion of those residing at a distance and in the 
country, and that such an order of settlement would have 
been an unjustifiable discrimination in favor of the 
former. It is not practicable to observe any order of 
settlement, except so far as may be n to secure 
an equitable distribution of the settled cases throughout 
the entire country. 

From May 1 to July 7, 595 Army and Navy claims have 
been paid by the Pension Agency in New York, under 
the law of January 29, 1879, which provides that all ap- 
plicants shall receive arrears from the date of discharge, 
instead of from the date of application. The 
sum paid on any one claim is nearly $3,000, the 
lowest about $100.

Tne Natal Colonist is greatly outraged (as it may well 
be, if its statements are correct), because some of the 
former Zulu messengers of peace, under a flag of truce, 
were fired on and then put into irons, on the ground that 
they might be spies, and kept prisoners for over a month. 
**Is it any wonder,” it says, ‘‘to hear, as we do, that 
Cetywayo is collecting his army again, when his mes- 
sengers of peace meet with treatment of this kind?” 
The reported killing of Zulu wounded at Kamlulu Hill 
Jed to an interpellation in Parliament which resulted in 
quite a shindy between the Government and the opposi- 
tion, the English official questioned getting into a white 
heat at the idea that English soldiers should be accused 
of so barbarous a violation of the usages of civilized 
warfare. The contradiction of the statement is perhaps 
to be explained bya letter received from a color sergeant 
in the 91st Highlanders. He says that when the Zulus 
turn to fly, the ‘native contingent” is let loose on 
them, and it is they who wash their spears in the blood 
of the living and the wounded and in the bodies of the 
dead alike. The writer adds, writing on the 12th April: | 


I have only noticed one instance of our men killing the wonnded. . 
A party of ours sent on to connt the killed came acroes a Zula who 
aypenred to be mortally wounded. The officer in charge first said, 
“Shoot him," -then, “ No; some one kill him:” an one hard- 
hearted wretch fixed his bayonet an! planged it thron¢h his 
bert, then ro’hbed him of his snaff-hox—an article something like 
granny's tin-hox. which they carry in their ear, through which a 
arge hole » cut, and this box inserted. 
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WHO SHALL COMMAND THE ARTILLERY ? 
GENERAL HANCOCK VERSUS GENERAL HUNT. 


Some time ago we gave a brief synopsis of a Congres- 
sional document in which was included a sharp criti- 
cism by Major-General W. 8. Hancock, U. 8. A., upon 
a previous publication by Colonel and Brevet Major- 
General H. J. Hunt, U. 8S. A. We have in conse- 
quence been asked as an act of justice to Gen. Hunt to 
publish the document criticised by Gen. Hancock, but 
we have been unable to do this, if for no other reason 
because of its length. We venture, however, to under- 
take a synopsis of it. It is a letter dated Fort Adams, 
R. I., Jan. 20, 1875, and addressed to the Chairman 
of the Military Committee U. 8. Senate, and is in an- 
swer to some criticisms by Gen. Hancock upon the new 
Army regulations prepared by a board of which Gen. 
Hunt was the only artillery member, representing, as he 
says, not only the artillery but the engineers, ‘‘ so far as 
these services are subject to the same military principles 
and rules.” The point in controversy is as to whether 
artillery and engineer officers above the rank of captain, 
should have control of their own troops or only exercise 
command ‘‘as ‘ staff officers,’ and in the name of some- 
body else.” Gen. Hancock is mistaken, Gen. Hunt as- 
serts, in assuming that the new regulations give these 
officers more independent command, and they do not, 
he declares, put them on any different footing from the 
infantry or cavalry as regards their service. To settle 
doubts, in view of the fact that the artillery engineers 
have special chiefs of their own, it is provided that by 
‘*the next higher commander” is to be understood ‘the

tion, says Gen. Hunt, ‘placing engineer and artillery 
troops, when assigned to other commands on the foot- 
ing of troops ‘ attached for service’ has been in all mod- 
ern armies, our own included, ‘brought to the test of 
practical operation in the presence of an enemy,’ and so 
far from leading ‘to confusion and failure,’ as Gen. Han- 
cock supposes would be the case, has been found neces- 
sary to prevent these evils. We never before the rebel- 
lion had larger armies assembled than would constitute 
a strong division ; hence our regulations were defective 
in not clearly providing for the case of large armies. 
In no case, however, where corps or division com- 
manders understood the proper relations of these special 
arms to each other, and to the principal arms, have I 
known trouble to arise. As to the other class of officers, 
the want of professional knowledge on this subject on 
the one hand, and of precise regulations on the other, 
has sometimes imperilled if not lost us battles. The 
new regulations would aid at least in correcting this 
evil by enforcing attention to the subject.” 

Gen. Hancock’s objection as to the provision for re- 
ports from the artillery and engineers, Gen. Hunt thinks 
not well taken. The reports as to specialties of those 


of those who have commands, but these Gen. Hunt 
contends ‘‘ are absolutely necessary to enable the chiefs 
of these arms to render the reports required from them 
of ‘all operations of their arms;’” and without the 
centralization of such reports somewhere there would 
be no proper record of the services of the artillery and 
engineers and ‘‘the headquarters of their own arm is 
the proper place to centralize them.” 

The system proposed by Gen. Hancock was tried, as 
Gen. Hunt claims, by Gen. Burnside and Gen. Hooker, 
and abandoned as impracticable. The system which 
worked well at the end of the war was not, he asserts, 
that of Gen. Hancock, but the reverse. G. O. 82, Head- 
quarters Army of the Potomac, Aug. 21, 1863, is quoted 
to show this. This order declared that the duties of the 
chief of artillery were ‘‘ both administrative and execu- 
tive,” that he was to be held responsible for the condition 
of all the artillery, and ‘through him the Commanding 
General of the Army will take the proper steps to in- 
sure the efficiency of the artillery for movement and ac- 
tion and its proper employment in battie.”* All unat- 
tached artillery was placed under his command, and in 
battle he was required, under the instructions of the 
M. G. commanding, to place the reserve artillery and 
the batteries attached to troops when so directed. He 
was to provide for ammunition, but was not to interfere 
with the military control of corps or division com- 
manders, or withdraw or transfer their batteries except 
by order of the commanding general. Commandants of 
artillery attached to troops were made responsible to the 
chief of artillery for equipment, supplies and instruc- 
tions, being governed with respect to his orders by para- 
graph 489 R. R. of 1861. 

This whole order, says Gen. Hunt, in a memorandum 
sent us, with the exception of the paragraph quoted 
above and marked *, ‘‘ which is in perfect accordance 
with the rules of modern Army organization and ser- 
vice, and is provided for in paragraph 489 R. R., would 
have been formulated and fully embraced in the simple 
statement, ‘the chief of artillery commands the artillery 
of the Army.’ Such portions as are assigned to Army 
corps and divisions will be on the footing of troops ‘ at- 
tached for service,’ and, indeed the paragraph * would 
have been included in this formula. That paragraph 
simply expresses the fact that the chief of artillery (al- 
ways called in other services and in Gen. Scott's regula- 
tions of 1821, ‘the commandant in chief of the artil- 
lery’) is the officer through whom the will of the Gene- 
ral-in-Chief as to that arm is made known, as it is 
through the corps commander that he employs the 
Army corps. Attempts within recent years have been 
made in France to limit the superior control of chief of 
artillery to one-half of the artillery of corps and divi- 
sions, but they failed.” 

In 8. O. issued soon after the G. O. 82, referred to 
above, Gen. Meade, says Gen. Hunt, in addition, con- 
ferred the powers of a corps commander on the chief of 
artillery, ‘‘thus confirming and strengthening his posi- 
tion in accordance with the usages of armies.” Para- 
graph 489 R. R., he adds, ‘‘ recognizes the fact that ar- 
tillery and engineers, assigned to other troops receive 
orders from their own chiefs, and prescribes the modes 
by which all such orders are conveyed to their imme- 
diate commanders.” 

This system, as laid down by Gen. Meade, was for a 
short time in practice impaired, Gen. Meade, in May, 
1864, breaking up the artillery reserve and distributing 
its batteries to the Army corps. Gen. Grant returned to 
it, however, in ‘‘S. O. No. 42, City Point, June 
27, 1864.” 

Gen. Hunt next proceeds to give his version of the in- 
cident of the battle of Gettysburg referred to by Gen. 
Hancock in illustration of his views, declaring that ‘‘ at 
the battle of Gettysburg I commanded the artillery in 
pursuance of full authority to do so, specially vested in 
me by the commanding general.” To this state- 
ment Gen. Hunt adds ina note to us the following: 
‘*Gen. Meade acknowledged this, in conversation with 
me the day after he crossed the Potomac, but said, ‘you 
always used my name.’ I replied at once, ‘no; I com- 
manded in my own name under the directions given me 
on the morning of the second day, which necessarily 
gave me the authority to do so. I will not exercise a 
command in another man’s name when it may be dis- 
puted.’ This in Pleasanton’s presence and after consi- 
derable conversation. To make this clear for the fu- 
ture, I repeated it in my official report of the battle in 
order to settle the question, and Gen. Meade accepted 
the report. He could not indeed contest it. With Mc- 
Clellan it was different, besides the fact that he would 
not ‘go back’ on any order that he had given, and I 
would not trust Hooker. I was at Antietam, not only

At Chancellorsville and Gettys- 
burg I was brigadier general and did not intend to sink 
into an A. D. C.” 

Gen. Hancock’s letter, to which Gen. Hunt replies, is 
contained in report No. 592, H. R., 48d Congress, 1st 
session. Gen. Hunt’s letter in reply was published 
among the documents submitted by the Army Reorgani- 
zation Commission last winter, and Gen. Hancock’s re- 
joinder appeared in the Congressional document from 
which we quoted. The controversy, aside from its-per- 
sonal character, concerns an important question of Army 
organization about which there must necessarily be two 
opinions, and we have here only undertaken to set forth 


that of Gen. Hunt, formerly Chief of Artillery of the 
Army of the Potomac. That of Gen. Hancock is well 
known. Evidently the maxim which applies here is: 
‘‘That which is best administered is best.” 


THE CENTENARY OF STONY POINT. 
On the 16th of July will be celebrated the hundredth 
anniversary of the battle of Stony Point, and a monu- 
ment to Gen. Anthony Wayne will be erected on the 
Government grounds. Stony Point is in Rockland 
County, 40 miles from New York. There is no doubt 
that the celebration will be a worthy and a memorable 
one. 
It was announced at Monsey, on the Fourth of July, 
by Mr. Whittemore, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, that the celebration would be attended by New 
York, Connecticut and other troops; members of the 
Cabinet ; a lineal descendant of Gen. Wayne, Brinckley 
Haley, of West Chester, Penn., whose mother was a 
granddaughter of Wayne; Capt. Anthony Wayne 
Vogdes and Lieut. Febiger, and Gens. Hancock and 
Schofield, of the Army, with their staffs ; Gov. McClel- 
lan, of New Jersey, and staff; Gen. J. R. Hawley, of 
Connecticut, and other distinguished persons. Capt. 
Vogdes is adescendant of Wayne, and Lieut. Febiger a 
descendant lineally from Col. Febiger, who was Wayne’s 
second in command at the storming of the fort. The 
frigate Minnesota has gone up the river to Stony Point 
for the occasion, and a mimic battle will take place, in 
which the movements in the original attack will be fol- 
lowed closely, the right wing being commanded by 
Lieut. Febiger, and the left by Capt. Vogdes. Wash- 
ington’s original letter of instructions to Wayne direct- 
ing the plan of the assault, will be produced and read, 
and Wayne’s original dispatch to Washington, an- 
nouncing the capture of the fort, besides Gen. Wayne's 
sword, cane and other relics. The orator will be Gen. 
Hawley, and Prof. Johnson will read an historical nar- 
rative of the event. The Putnam Phalanx, of Hart- 
ford, Conn., a Continental regiment, will take part in 
the attack, and the fort will be defended by the Govern- 
or’s Foot Guard, of the same State, who wear a uniform 
similar to that of the British Grenadiers. 
The battle itself is well-known, but the following 
description of it, which comes in a printed circular, is 
so terse and timely, that we reproduce it : 


In the early part of 1779, Washington had commenced fortifying 
Stony and Verplank’s Point, but before the works were com- 
pleted Sir Henry Clinton led an expedition in person, and captured 
them with but little resistance. Both forts were strongly fortified 
an garrisoned by a force of British regulare. The place was ren- 
dered impregnable from an attack by water Washington, con- 
scious of the importance of theee two posts, eagerly sought an 
opportunity to recover them. Accordingly early in July, after the 
retarn of Sir Henry Clinton to New York, hesent for Gen. Wayne, 
and communicated his desire. Wayne's reply was: ** General, [ll 
storm h Il, if you will only plan it.” Washington told him he 
had better try Stony Point first. Wayne diligently followed the 
advice of Washington, and examined in person the position of the 
fort.

THE SUPPORT OF THE ARMY. 
ELSEWHERE we publish in full the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, exactly as it comes to us from the Adjutant- 
General’s Office. The ‘‘demnition total,” as Mr. 
Mantilini would call it, is $26,797,300, against $25,903, - 
486 last year. The reason of this discrepancy of nearly 
$894,000, while the Army remains the same as last year, 
is that then the unsatisfactory experiment was tried of 
having the actual Army of one size, and the nominal 
Army provided for by the Appropriation bill, of another 
and asmaller size. The following comparisons of amounts 
show the new legislation :

The other regular items last year were the same as 
this year, in the bill as we give it. Of the extra or occa- 
sional items, there were only, this year, $50,000 each 
for the military post near the Niobrara, and for the 
powder depot, as contrasted with the $100,000 each of 
last year, for the Milk River and the Black Hills post, 
and $20,000 for the magazine gun matter. The actual 
cost of rations is to be less this year than last; but the 
existing bill recognizes the number of rations required, 
and last year’s bill ignored it. 

The remaining sections of the bill tell their own story 
very plainly. It has been hurriedly reported at different 
stages of its progress, when subsequent legislation has 
modified it. We have preferred to wait and give the 
bill as it stands; and we are not aware that it has ever 
till now appeared in the press of the country in its pre- 
sent official shape.

From the results in recent matches at the Columbia 
Range, New Jersey, it would seem that the military 
riflemen are coming rapidly to the front. On June 80, 
in the Turf, Field and Farm challenge badge match, 
Col. H. G. Litchfield, U. S. A., carried off the badge 
with a score of 45 points, including 8 points allowed for 
military rifle. Lieut. Blair, U. S. A., was second with 
the same number of points. Again, on the 4th of July, 
in the ‘‘Remington Match,” Lieut. Blair, with his 
Springfield rifle, led with a score of 48, with 8 points 
handicap, making 46—44 was the best with the fine 
rifles. Again, in the ‘‘ Advertising Sign Co.” match, 
same day, Lieut. Blair, U. 8. A., H. W. Ward and 
Sergeant Geary, U. 8. A., made the top scores with 
military rifles, each scoring 40 in possible of 50 points, 
and adding 3 points each allowance. The conditions in 
these matches provided for square off-hand shooting, but 
the ‘‘any rifle” men declined to enter unless they were 
allowed the hip rest. This was allowed them in the 
Remington match by consent of all interested. The 
wind was puffy and somewhat troublesome. 





Arter the placing of this year’s graduates of the Mil- 
itary Academy was completed, there remained, on July 
8, thirty-five vacancies in the grade of 2d lieutenant. 
Washington advices are to the effect that a portion of 
these will be filled by civilians, and a portion reserved 
for the next graduating class at the West Foint Military 
Academy. The list of vacancies, together with the 
numerous applications which have been filled by civi- 
lians, have been referred to the President, and it is ex- 
pected that he will act upon them at an early date. But 
is it possible that there are no worthy non-commissioned 
officers for these vacancies? The supposition is absurd ; 
and hence it would be a crying shame to misuse this 
admirable opportunity by not promoting men who have 
deserved promotion by their services. Upward of 500 
applications have been filed by persons in civil life who 
are desirous of being examined for appointment as 
second lieutenants in the Army. 


WE noted last week that the Senate’s rejection of the 
nominations of Capt. E. Barrett to be a commodore and 
Commander O. F. Stanton to be a captain, was generally 
understood to be not based on anything relating to the 
qualifications of these officers, but to the fact that the 
case of Capt. Egbert Thompson was brought up, at the 
last moment, and seemed to demand a prior considera- 
tion, in order to determine whether there really was a 
vacancy in the grade of commodore. As this subject 
seems to have been sprung upon the Senate at the last 
moment, would not the President have power to ap- 
point Capt. Barrett to the grade of commodore, and then 
leave the subject of his confirmation to the Senate next 
winter ? 











Tae Dakota Herald, of July 5, calls prominent atten- 
tion to one important Army interest, by a quotation from 
our columns, with the preface, ‘‘the Army AND Navy 
Journat has recently contained some very sensible arti- 
cles in regard to the status of non-commissioned officers 
in the Army and their rights of promotion.

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Tue prospectus of the *‘ Michigan Military Academy ’ 
for 1879 and 1880, gives an insight into the workings of 
that institution. The Army is well represented in the 
staff of the academy, Col. J. 8. Rogers, late U. 8. A., 
being Superintendent, Lieut. G. R. Cecil, 13th U. 8. 
Infantry, the Professor of Military Science and Tactics, 
and Adjutant and Major H. A. Wheeler, late U.S. A., 
Quartermaster and Commissary. The school was ex- 
amined this year by a committee sent from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and, upon their recommendation, 
the graduates, five in number, classical course, were 
admitted to that institution. With reference to the 
military branch the prospectus says : 

The real value of a military edacation is a fact of history Con- 
gress has appreciated this, by establishing certain free military 
professorship-, one of which this academy enjoys. As the im- 
provement of the mind cannot be accomplished without the aid of 
the body, it is incumbent upon us to promote the healih of the one, 
that we may serve the other, While military drill stands unrivalled 
as 4 physical exercise, it is so arranged that it does not in any man- 
ner interfere with the regular academic studies, the time occupied 
being no more than is usually devote! to volunteer sports by other 
schools. Cadets are nuiformed and organized for the regular per- 
formance of military duty.

limbers, cuis*on, and all necessary equipments are furnished by the 
War Department tor the use of the cadets of the academy. 


Masonr-Gexerat McDowe .t has assembled a Board 
of Officers, at San Francisco, to examine and report 
upon a Game of War termed Strategos, devised by 1st 
Lieut. C. A. L. Totten, 4th Artillery, for the use of the 
Army and National Guard. The Board is composed of 
able and experienced officers: Colonels Kautz and 
French, Adjutant General Kelton, Captains Hasbrouck 
and Campbell, 4th Artillery, and Lieutenant Palfrey, of 
the Engineers. This selection shows that the subject 
will receive the careful consideration which it merits. 
The Games of War adopted in European armies are 
not, in many essential respects, suitable for the instruc- 
tion of our troops, who are called upon to operate under 
very special circumstances. We have received from 
officers on the Pacific Coast such assurances as make us 
look with great interest for the result of the delibera- 
tions of this board. 


Tue law which requires that ex-Union soldiers and 
ailors shall be given the first consideration in making 
appointments under the Governuient, other things being 
equal, having long been a dead letter, the following cir- 
cular has been issued by Secretary Sherman to Collectors 
of Customs and Internal Revenue, assistant treasurers 
and other principal officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment : 

Hereafter when subinitting nominations for appoint- 
ment to subordinate positions under your direction you 
will state, in addition to other information now required, 
the service of the nominee in the Union Army or Navy 
during the Rebellion. 


Oxeé more slip betwixt cup and lip has troubled 
those persons who have been prematurely anxious to 
name a successor for the Secretary of War. A Wash- 
ton dispatch to the New York Times says : 

It is understood that Judge Dillon, of the United States 
Circuit Court, who recently tendered his resignation, to take 
effect September 1, will withdraw his letter of resignation for 
the purpose of amending it, so that it will take effect Decem- 
ber 1. While no fears are entertained about Mr. MeCrary’s 
confirmation, it is considered more prudent that Judge Dillon 
should continue in office till December. This will prevent 
any interruption in the business of the court, and enable the 
Senate to act upon the nomination of Mr. MeCrary while he 
remains Secretary of War. The President has not yet deter- 
mined upon a successor to Secretary McCrary in the War 
Department, but it is understood that the appointment will 
be given to the northwest. 


It is proper, however, to say, that Judge Dillon's 
resignation for September 1 has not yet been withdrawn, 
and some of his friends say that it will not be.

AN AMERICAN GAME OF WAR. 


The best method of training the officer for the im- 
portant part he must play in war, has had a more or less 
prominent place for some years in the mind of the 
American public. .The conditions of peace and war are 
so different that the gray haired vetcran—the hero of, 
perhaps, a thousand roll-cails and drills—may find him- 
self as completely at sea on his first battlefield as the 
volunteer fresh from the farm or workshop. Abroad, 
the foreign officer derives instruction and inspiration 
from Kriegs-spiel, the German war game. No one 
doubts the advantages to be gained from a thorough 
familiarity with this game. Prussian military power 
and estimation of Kriegs-spiel have grown up side by 
side. The game is a recognized feature in the educa- 
tion of officers in most of the countries of Europe. 
England has availed herself of Kriegs-spiel, through the 
medium of translations, which have left, however, the 
essential features of the game German. We of this 
country have long felt the want of an American war 
game—a game which should lend itself to the peculiari- 
ties of American warfare. The game which we have 
now to notice is designed to supply this need. It is the 
work of Lieut. C. A. L. Totten, of the 4th Artillery. It 
represents the labor of several years, and is, we believe, 
an advance upon all of its prototyes. Taking as his aim, 
education in the military art, the inventor has produced 
something capable of imparting instruction, and giving 
assistance alike to the accomplished stragetist and the 
merest novice in the military profession. ‘‘ Strategos,” 
as the author has named it, comprises an outfit of many 
pieces, diagrams, etc., with rules showing their various 
employments to this end. The system contemplates the 
following complete course : 


. Pactics. 
IL Grand tactics, strategy, topography, etc. 






III. Text-book illustration. 
IV. Military history. 
V. The battle game. 
VI. The war game or advanced game. 
I. —TACTICS. 

The outfit is so designed that the school of the squad, 
company, battery, squadron and battalion can be readily 
taught on the principle of *‘ dummy ” instruction. The 
extensive nature of the outfit enables this to be carried 
to the manceuvres of the Army Corps itself. This 
method of teaching tactics cannot be too highly com- 
mended. It gives the student a means of self instruc- 
tion, and to this instruction a trait of comprehensiveness 
lacking in actual drill, where the military idea itself 
shuts out much that might be learned by the simple 
spectator. 

Il.—GRAND TACTICS, ETC. 

In these matters every student has felt the need of 
something which would better enable him to realize the 
definitions and principles laid down by authorities. 
Bases, lines of supply, ete., are but vague terms till 
their significance has been graphically enforced. The 
topographical part of the outfit isone of its most notice- 
able features. Great ingenuity has been displayed in 
giving this a protean character, which indefinitely mul- 
tiplies its resources. By the free use of all the aids 
offered by ** Strategos,” the propositions of any sound 
author can be demonstrated. Theoretical grand tactics 
is but the problem of war, with enough of the un- 
known quantities stricken from the equation to leave a 
possible solution. 

Ill. —TEXT-BOOK ILLUSTRATION. 

Whether we subscribe to the dicta of Dufour, Hamley 
or Wolseley, in each and all we find the same defect 
the diagrams and maps are too few and small to fully 
elucidate the text. There is hardly a page in one of 
these authors which does not contain some reference to 
a state of things necessary to an understanding of the 
subject, and yet left to the unaided imagination of the 
student to conceive. Teaching the principles of war, 
the influence of topography, the advantages and defects 
of thisor that disposition, without graphic illustration, 
is teaching Euclid without geometrical figures. 

IV.—MILITARY HISTORY. 

Here again ‘‘ Strategos” finds a fitting function. 
How many fascinating books on this subject we have 
laid down, knowing very little more than before we 
realthem. Even where the author has inserted copious 
diagrams and maps, we can often get but a confused 
idea of the campaign or battle under consideration, for 
the map can only give more than one phase of the ever- 
changing panorama, at the risk of inextricably confusing 
the student. Make the armies actually movable, and the 
whole thing is changed at will in imitation of the reali- 
ties. The campaign or battle can be followed step by 
step, and the general principles clearly and sharply 
educed. Moreover, an objective representation of this 
kind makes a lasting impression. ‘These object lessons 
bring to the subject the aid of another sense. It is eye- 
memory applied to the art of war. 

V.—THE BATTLE 

This, a useful preliminary to the final step in ‘ Strate- 
gos,” is a game somewhat similar to chess, in which the 
opposing forces are pieces representing infantry, artillery, 
cavalry, ete. The game is played with definite rules, 
giving each piece its move and powers, but is in no 
small degree an analogue of actual battle. Though too 
profound to be considered an ordinary evening pastime, 
itis not above the capacity of men even moderately 
versed in military matters. By its aid great familiarity 
may be acquired with the composition and disposition of 
armies. The importance of concentration is inculcated, 
and readiness of resource fully developed. The success- 
ful player, like the wise general, must have a digested 
place, which yields, however, to the new and ever- 
changing conditions of the struggle. 

VI.—THE WAR GAME. 


But the accomplished strategist, who has made the 
profession a profound study demands something better 
worthy of his attention than the Battle Game, and this is 
provided in the War or Advanced Game—the general 
plan of which is necessarily that of Kriegs-spiel. Sev- 
eral novel and valuable features, however, have been in- 
troduced, and the data by which the players are guided 
is essentially American. By means of this game the 
student who has made himself proficient in the tactical 
course, and at home in the theories of strategy, can put 
his acquirements to the test of trial, for the War Game 
is as far as possible a copy of actual war. The theatre 
of operations is a map showing the topography of the 
country on a large scale. The armies are pieces on it. 
In every move time and distance are scrupulously con- 
sulted. Every minute of the game represents its hour 
or half hour, as every inch represents its miles. Each 
player is allowed by the umpire to know as much of the 
opposing forces, and no more, than he would in actual 
war. His knowledge of the country and of the enemy 
must be developed during the game. He feels his way 
or pushes rashly into danger, as the Fabius or Hotspur 
predominates. To procure the data necessary for this 
contempiated mimic warfare, the records of history and 
the statistics of wars have been ransacked, and the results 
tabulated for reference. Muchdepends upon the ability 
and experience of the umpire, and the game can only 
be played in its full development when the opposing 
generals are supplied with a copious staff. 

As it is no part of my plan to describe in detail the 
American game of war, 1 will close by saying that 
Lieut. Totten deserves the encouragement, not only of 
his comrades in the Regular Army, but of every mem- 
ber of the National Guard, and every private student 
of military science. He has given us all a most valu- 
able and interesting aid in the study of our art. Every 
large Army post should have the game. It would soon

root out the traditional pastime of card playing, com- 
bining as it does pleasure with professional improve- 
mest, In this connection the great capacity of the 
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outfit is a striking recommendation. That portion 
suitable to tactics could be used in the squad-rooms or 
barracks, when the ambitious candidates for chevrons 
could be making out the problems of company drill.

AFFAIRS AT THE CAPITAL. 
Wasuineton, July 10, 1879. 


NotwITHsTANDING all that has been said in explana- 
tion of the cases of Capt. Barrett and Commander 
Stanton, whose nominations for promotion to the grades 
of commodore and captain, respectively, were not con- 
firmed, the simple season is that Capt. Egbert Thomp- 
son, retired, has made a strong effort to be restored to 
the active list, and should he succeed he would, he 
thinks, come in with his original date, which would 
place him near the head of the list of commodores. 
The friends of Capt. Thompson have had influence 
enough thus far to stop any confirmations in the grade 
of commodore until the matter of the restoration of 
Capt. Thompson is settled. [t is understood that Mr. 
Bob Ingersoll is acting as the captain’s best friend, and 
as he has a powerful influence both with the President 
and senators he may succeed. All this only shows how 
necessary it is that the method of restoration of officers 
of any branch of the service should be exactly defined 
by law, and should require the recommendation of 
boards duly appointed to investigate the particular cases. 
There are cases of hardship and perhaps injustice in 
dismissals—summary or otherwise—of officers, or in the 
matter of retirements, but the true way to correct them 
is to submit the matter to a Board to decide upon the 
merits of the case. In the Army some officers have 
been restored to the service by act of Congress after 
their connection with it had been legally severed, who 
never would have been recommended for restoration by 
any Board that could have investigated their cases. 

The bill introduced in the Senate by Mr. Williams on 
the 27th of March last prescribed ‘‘ that all applications 
of officers of the Navy for restoration to the active list, 
or for advancement to positions on the active list, and 
also similiar applications on the retired list, as well as 
pay thereon, shall be made to the Secretary of the 
Navy, who shall thereupon order a Board of Officers, 
not below the grade of the applicant, to investigate his 
case and report thereon; and said report, with the 
recommendation thereon of the Secretary of the Navy, 
shall be forwarded to Congress for its action thereon. 
No such application shall be made except as herein pro- 
vided.” 

The bill introduced by Mr. Saulsbury in the Senate on 
the 24th of March last, prescribes ‘‘ that all officers of 
the Navy who are now on, or who may hereafter be 
placed on the retired list, shall, once every current year, 
be granted, at their request, an examination by a Board 
of Medical Officers of the Navy as to present ability to 
perform duty ; and if the retired officer be found so 
qualified, the President of the United States shall there- 
upon be authorized to nominate him to the Senate for 
transfer to his former place in the active list of the 
Navy.” 

Whether there is any chance for either of these bills 
we cannot say. While the majority of the naval officers 
might approve of Gen. Williams’ bill. we think there 
might be very grave doubts about the propriety of Mr. 
Saulsbury’s bill. Many officers now on the retired list 
might be found physically qualified to perform duty, 
but the question is, if they were restored, would they do 
it ? Some officers have been dropped out of the pay and 
service of the Government, not because they were phys- 
ically or mentally disqualified for the proper performance 
of their duties as officers, but because they evinced an 
unwillingness amounting to a positive refusal to render 
any service to the Government in return for their sala- 
ries. Is it fair to those officers who have always per- 
formed their duties conscientiously, to have such officers 
restored and placed on the list above them ? 

While our relations with Mexico cannot be said to be 
** mixed” to any alarming extent, the eyes of our Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps officers are turned towards the 
beautiful land where they pitched their tents and furled 
their sails something more than thirty years since, and 
many of the older officers who are still in the service 
would not object to another tour of service in the coun- 
try which was the scene of their youthful glory. The 
thought of another campaign in Mexico will carry us 
back to the days when the gallant little army of Gen. 
Zack Taylor was encamped at Corpus Christi—the 
scenes of Palo Alto, Resaca, Monterey, Saltillo, and 
Buena Vista, and the campaign with Gen. Scott to the 
City of Mexico. where a peace was concluded that gave 
us New Mexico and California. 

It is an oft-repeated story—that of the conquest of 
Mexico in 1846-7, but for all that it is interesting to re- 
call the events which transpired during a two-years’ war, 
when an army which never numbered more officers and 
men than would constitute a small army corps, con- 
quered a nation of more than four millions of people, 
with a good fighting force of four times our numbers. 
And, to give some idea of the skill with which Santa 
Anna manceuvred his troops at that time, it will only 
here be necessary to mention that after the battle of 
Buena Vista, which was fought on the 22d day of Feb- 
ruary, 1847, he marched his army back to the City of 
Mexico, where it was thoroughly equipped, armed, and 
clad, and from there to Cerro Gordo, where our army 

Jound it strongly fortified on the 20th of the following 


April. When we consider that the march from Ango- 
stura, or Buena Vista, to Cerro Gordo, was some hun- 
dreds of leagues, we say that we know of nothing in 
modern warfare that equalled the celerity with which the 
Mexican.army was changed from one end of the republic 
to the other. But the powers of endurance of the Mex- 
icans are marvellous—of the women as well as the men. 
With the Mexican army captured at Cerro Gordo there 
were hundreds of women, wives of the soldiers, who 
marched the whole distance from Angostura, and who 
prepared the tortillas—little cakes of corn-meal—which 
with a few raw onions and a little chili, were the only 
rations the soldiers had. At the surrender of their army 
at Cerro Gordo nothing of any consequence was found 
in their commissariat, but the arms of every description 
and the ammunition were found in good order. As the 
arms could not be transported, they were destroyed on 
the field, and some ten thousand prisoners of war 
marched side by side with our little army of less than 
six thousand men into the city of Jalapa. 

The strength of the army that marched from Puebla 
on the first days of August, 1847, was not equal to that of 
an army corps such as we had during the civil: war. 
There were two divisions of the old regular troops, one 
division of new regulars, and one volunteer division. 
The First Division, commanded by Gen. Worth, had 
two brigades, commanded by Garland and Clark, and 
composed of the 4th, 5th, 6th, and 8th Infantry, and the 
2d and 3d Artillery. The Second Division was com- 
manded by Gen. Twiggs, and was also of two brigades, 
commanded by Persifor F. Smith and Riley, and com- 
posed of the Mounted Riflemen, 2d, 3d, and 7th In- 
fantry, and 1st and 4th Artillery. Pillow’s Division of 
new regulars had two brigades, commanded by Pierce 
and Cadwallader, and was composed of the 9th, 11th, 
12th, 14th, and 15th Infantry and the Voltigeurs. The 
Division of Volunteers commanded by Shields was com- 
posed of the Marine Corps, New York, and South Caro- 
lina and Pennsylvania Volunteers. These, with Har- 
ney’s Cavalry Brigade and one Mountain Howitzer Bat- 
tery—Callender’s—constituted the army of Gen. Scott. 

It is doubtful whether there were ten thousand fight- 
ing men in all this force, when the battles commenced 
in the Valley of Mexico at Contreras, and it is still more 
doubtful whether after Molino del Rey we had eight 
thousand men in the ranks. But it was do or die. Im- 
mediately after our army had descended the mountain 
through the road leading between Popocatapetl and Itz- 
tatuatl, the Mexicans blocked the road by felling the tim- 
ber across it, thinking by that means to prevent an es- 
cape from the Valley, where we were all to be killed or 
made prisoners of war. But we are not writing a history 
of the Mexican war, at least not as long as Cerro Gordo 
Williams is alive, for that was his war. 

There were 646 commissioned officers in the little 
army that entered the Valley of Mexico. Of these, 511 
were of the Regular Army and 135 officers of volunteers. 
We have no means of ascertaining the number of the 
volunteer officers now living, but there are but 125 offi- 
cers of the Regular Army surviving who served in the 
Valley of Mexico, and less than 100 of these are now in 
the service. Those officers of the three branches of the 
service who were in the prime of life as well as those 
who were a little advanced in years at the time of the 
Mexican war have nearly all passed away, and there are 
less than thirty officers now on the active list of the 
Army who marched with Gen. Scott into the Valley of 
Mexico in August, 1847. More than one-fourth of the 
officers of the Regular Army who served there have since 
that time exercised the command of General officers, on 
both sides, during the civil war, and some of them, like 
Grant, Lee, McClellan, Hooker, Thomas, Jo. Johnston, 
Kirby Smith, Longstreet, and others who were captains 
or lieutenants in 1847, have commanded armies and 
army corps as great as any of which we read in modern 
times. Two officers, Pierce and Grant, became Presi- 
dents of the United States. 

3ut should we have another brush with Mexico, we 
cannot put our finger upon any one of the old officers 
who would be likely to have a command there. Those 
slim-waisted, trim fellows who stormed Cerro Gordo, 
Contreras, Churubusco, and Chapultepec, are either 
sleeping their last sleep in every part of the land, or they 
are quietly enjoying or anticipating the retired list. 

We must not forget to notice the perfect discipline 
which was maintained at all times among the troops in 
Mexico. The march of our army from Vera Cruz to the 
City of Mexico left absolutely no traces behind it. The 
people of the country and in the cities and villages on 
the route remained as a general thing at their haciendas 
and residences. Gen. Scott’s orders against plundering 
were strict, and they were obeyed. Nothing was taken 
for public or private use without being paid for. Any 
outrage upon the poorest Mexican was almost sure to be 
severely punished. Our men were regularly paid, and 
the money was freely spent in the towns. Soon, the 
arrival of a portion of the army in any village was hailed 
with joy, for in a few days the poor people saw more 
money than they had ever before seen, and as long as 
the troops remained with them, they felt an unwonted 
security from the guerrilleros and ladrones, 
Essitt. 

[Jup@E-ADVOCcATE GENERAL DuNN sends us a memorandum 
of points in criticism of what he regards as ‘‘ Ebbitt’s”’ mis- 
statements of his (Gen. Dunn’s) opinions on promotions. 
The points, as we gather them, are two. First, Gen. Dunn 
claims that he never said that promotions cannot date back to 
the occurrence of vacancies, but only that they could not so 
date while the Burnside Commission report was pending and 
not acted upon. Second, Gen. Dunn claims that his opinion 
in the Haller case was only that Congress could not make void 
a valid act of the President, nor authorize a military court to 
restore (the equivalent of appointing) a civilian to the Army. 
He also suggests that the President’s act in Major Haller’s 
case was founded on considering that he had an implied an- 
thority under the joint resolution of March 3, 1879.—Ep. 
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(From Our Callao Correspondent.)

There is no news of importance this week. The 
Huascar arrived here on the night of the 4th instant. 
She is pretty well scarred by shot and bullets. Her 
tripoli mast is almost cut away. One shot struck on the 
inner edge of the left turret port, as the gun was being 
run out; glancing on to the top of the gun it went into 
the turret, striking against the interior in rear and to the 
right of the gun, Seven men were more or less injured 
by it, but none killed. This would prove that good 
gunnery may counteract even the heaviest plating with 
the present style of ports. The Huwascar has probably 
sustained quite serious injuries from her ramming, as 
two of her bow plates are said to be split below the water 
line, and her turret thrown out of line so that it does not 
revolve freely. 

The Chilian papers all confirm the official reports of 
the fight already sent to you. I send you Capt. Grau’s 
report of the slight engagement off Antafogasta, togethe' 
with a sketch of the situation. . 

The Chilians claim that the Independencia hauled 
down her flag and regularly surrendered to the Cova- 
donga. Capt. Moore’s report accounts for this hauling 
down by the gaffs being shot away. How this really is 
cannot now be known. All accounts seem to agree in 
giving to Capt. Prat all the credit due to a naval hero. 

‘apt. Condel] comes in for his share of the praise. Capt. 
Grau, of the Huascar, has struck us all as a splendid 
man, and he did his work ‘‘up to the handle.” This 
action is of vast importance to naval officers, as it estab- 
lishes the fact that no matter how poor the means at 
hand the fight must be kept up, and the chances of war 
are not always to the strong. The English corvette 
Turquoise arrived here from the South on the 4th. Her 
officers, although not eye witnesses of the fight, have 
been on the ground and confirm the reports. The Eng- 
lish flagship 7'riumph and corvette Opal are expected 
here every day. The French corvette Dacres is here, and 
more Frenchmen are expected. Men-of-war of other 
nations will soon be here. The Pensacola will start fora 
short cruise to the southward on Saturday, touching pro- 
bably at Arica, Mollendo, and Pisco, and perhaps to 
Iquiqui. Asst. Engineer J. P. 8. Lawrence arrived here 
on the 3d. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE COMMANDER OF THE 
HUASCAR. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE Ist Nava Drvisron, 
ON BOARD OF THE MONITOR Huascar, at ANCHOR IN 
ILo, May 31, 1879. 


To the Minister of Marin : 


On the 23d instant I had the honor of informing your 
Honor of the operations of the division under my 
since my departure from Arica on the 20th until the above 
date. To-day I have the honor of relating to your Honor, 
those undertaken by the monitor Huascar, since that date 
until to-day, according to the instructions given me in Mol-~ 
lendo by the Director General of the War. 
Early in the morning of the 24th, after despatching the 
transport Chalaco for Arica I sailed from Iquique in a South- 
erly direction, reconnoitering the coast as I went along, at as 
close a distance as possible ; and sighted in Pabellon de Pica 
the P. 8. N. Co.'s steamer Valdivia which had arrived from 
the South. 
During the night I continued on my course keeping at some 
distance from the land, and at dawn on the 25th I sighted in 
the south, and steered for, a steamer, which looked like the 
tata of the South American Steamship Company whose first 
manceuvres on seeing us were very suspicious, and who finally 
made off at full speed. 
I pursued her for four hours, without being able to over- 
take her, as her speed was superior to that of the Huascar, 
and convinced of this, I la up the chase in order to 
i vessel, which I overtook on the road, 
steering for the South. She turned out to be the

direction. 

I chased her for four hours, and then convinced that her 
speed with steam and sail, for she had hoisted the lat- 
ter, was superior to that of the Huascar, I again steered for 
Antofagasta. 

On my arrival there another steamer made off out of the 
bay for the North, probably the [tata of the evening before ; 
she was flying the Chilian flag and fled at the top of her 
speed. I steered for her, putting on more steam, and chased 
her for two hours, firing a few shots at her, but was unable 
to capture her. 

On commencing the chase of this last steamer a few shots 
were fired at the Huascar from the batteries on shore. I did 
not at once reply on account of the chase ; but once con- 
vinced of the impossibility of taking the said steamer, I re- 
turned to the port and entered the anchorage ground close to 


shore, where I remained with steam up for half-an-hour, re- 
connoitering and studying the defences of the _—_. 
The gunboat Covadongo at first sheltered herself behind 


the merchant vessels and finally crossed the bar for safety 
from me, in which position she could use her guns. 

The defences of port consist of three batteries on shore 
situated respectively on the North, in the centre and to the 
South of the town, ail three low-built barbet batteries, with 
guns of which some are ap) ntly of heavy caliber. 

Seeing that notwithstanding my proximity to them, their 
fire was not repeated, I ordered our own to be directed at the 
water condensing machines, situated on the north of the 
town, and the shore batteries and the Covadonga thereupon 
replied, and from that moment firing continued until 7.15 
Pp. M., at which hour, two hours after the commencement, 
and the last shot from the Huascar not having been replied 
to, I retired to pass the night outside of the port. 

I could have gone on bombarding the town, since I had 
been provoked . do so, but considering the da e to neu- 
tral interests, and that such an attack would have been most 
disastrous to the defenceless inhabitants, although the re- 

nsibility of the result would not have been upon my shoul- 

“rs, I determined not to proceed to that step. 

The Huascar fired 16 shots from her 300-pounders and 8 
from the 40-pounders at the batteries. The number of shots 
fired by the enemy must have exceeded, I think, 80. 

On the morning of the 27th I again entered the anchorage, 
in order to grapple and cut the submarine cable. With that 
object I approached within 600 metres of the town to let go 
the grappling irons, and notwithstanding that much move 
ment of troops and preparations for defence could be noted 
on shore, I lowered my boats and stretching the rake between 
them and the ship, I managed to lay hold of thecable and cut 
it without any molestation from the part of the enemy during 
the operation. This done, and having sighted a steamer to 
the north, I steered in her direction and found her to be the 
British steamer Ayacucho of the Valparaiso and Callao line, 
who was making for this port. I then returned and remained 
until 9 p. m.. as before, at a very short distance from shore, 
opposite the batteries, but nothing fresh occurring, I with- 
drew after the Ayacucho had left and steered for the North. 
At 4 a.m. on the 28th, when opposite the Abtao rock in Me- 
jillones point, I observed three lights as of a corresponding 
number of ships sailing in convoy for the South ; I cautiously 
——— them without being seen and believed them to be 

e vessels of the Chilian fleet, which, according to the in- 
formation I had received, was in front of Pisagua steering 
South two days previously. 

I continued on my course for Cobija, on arrival at which 
port I ordered the destruction of six launches in the bay, 
after the respective notification had been made, and then 
steered for a sailing vessel which hoved in sight onthe 8. E. 

On the way I took the schooner Coqueta, another recap- 
ture, which I have sent to Arica for trial in charge of a mas- 
ter and two men taken from my crew. 

The sail sighted proved to be the bark Emilia from the in- 
let of Huanillos de Bolivia with a cargo of metals for Lota. 
This ship, which was flying the Nicaraguan flag, though not 
in possession of the necessary legal license, had taken coal to 
Antofagasta, for which reason I have despatched her for Cal- 
lao in charge of Ist Lieutenant Melton Rodriguez. with two 
volunteers and nine men for a crew, in order that there she 
may be brought before the respective court for judgment. 
The mate, steward and seven of the crew of the Emilia were, 
as a precautionary measure, transferred to and remaim on my 
ship, they being all Chilians. 

I afterwards steered for Tocupilla, where I examined the 
vessels in the port, and continued on my course to the North, 
— at Patillos on the morning of the 29th, and subse- 
quently entered Iquique. Here, I received on board his Ex- 
cellency the Director General of the War, to whom I gave an 
account of the result of my commission, receiving in return 
orders to proceed to Lio for coal and then steer for Callao, in 
case I could not be in Iquique on the following day. 

After, therefore, leaving in this port, by er, 25 rolls of 
telegraph wire of the 38 rolls which I took from one of the 
launches in Mejillones de Bolivia, I steamed out in order to 
pass the night under steam outside, and on the followin 
morning when on the point of entering the anchorage, {i 
sighted on the North at fom a distance of five miles three of 
the enemy's vessels. As my instructions were, in such a 
case, to avoid an engagement, I steered first W. N. W. and 
then North as long as the pursuit lasted, which was for about 
seven hours, on the termination of which I steered for Do. 
On this occasion I was able to prove that the greatest speed of 
the enemy's vessels is nine enke half knots. 

On the way North, at about 5 p.m. I sighted a steamer 
steering for the South, and made for her in order to examine 
her, which I succeeded in doing at six o'clock, for she also 
steered in our direction to make out what we were ; but when 
close together, aud recoguizing us upon our firing the usual 
gun, the steamer cast off a boat she in tow, all steam 
and fled southwards. She was a trans I pursued her

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knapsacks, etc. The ceremonies seemed-to be most thoroughly 
covered, but stern duty as most thoroughly ignored. We 
observed one or two inaccuracies in this ceremony, slight 
faults, mptly corrected on the next day. After guard 
mount the: first real duty of the camp was guieened—Gentey 
morning inspection. is is one of the standing and im- 
— ceremonies of camp life, and should be most 

rough ; yet in the case of the 23d it was decidedly lame 
and unprofitable. Companies should first have been in- 
spected in company streets, regimental line and column then 
formed, and a most complete inspection made by the colonel 
and staff. On this occasion the companies were formed in 
the streets, two of them failing to fix bayonets, and were then 
marched to the parade ground, each command undergoing a 
somewhat careless inspection by its captain. To show how 
very careless ywas this important ceremony performed, we 
would state that but two companies had their musicians 
placed in the proper place in rank of file-closers. One made 
an effort to be correct but placed them on the left and rear, 
while five allowed them to inspect on the right flank of the 
front rank. The inspection of knapsacks was decidedly 
informal, they not being packed, while one company omitted 
this part of the inspection altogether. The quarters were 
not inspected. The command attended Divine service at 
Trinity Church, where Chaplain Leonard preached the 
sermon, and the day closed with a magnificent dress parade 
which was witnessed by a large concourse of the citizens of 
Newport. 

We visited the camp on Monday morning hoping te witness 
squad, company and a battalion drill, but in vain ; a mock 
drill and parade by the men, in which officers were closely 
mimicked, was the only evidence that the camp was peopled 
by soldiers. In the afternoon Col. Ward and his staff visited 

ort Adams, where the honor of a review was tendered him 
by Light Battery K, Ist U. 8. Artillery, and to witness a rifle 
match between the Regulars and 23d regiment. This honor 
was duly appreciated by the National Guardsmen. We believe 
it is the first time that a review of this kind has taken place, 
and it is a sure sign of the progress made in the discipline 
and drill of the militia during late years, and plainly shows 
that the days of fuss and feathers have passed. At prompt 
2 o'clock Battery K, Ist U. 8. Artillery, Brevet Maj.-Gen. 
Richard M. Jackson commanding, four sections, entered the 
parade ground, and was formed in line. “Prepare for 
review, action front,” was most beautifully executed, the 
salute being handsomely rendered, with the bare exception of 
the drooping of the guidon. The inspection wax on a par 
with the opening movements, and was most thoroughly 
appreciated by the National Guardsmen. The limber front 
and wheel into column were excellent, while the march past, 
walk, trot and gallop were the very perfection of duty, with 
the exception already noted, drooping the guidon ; the review 
closing in fine shape. The visitors were then invited to 
inspect the battery, after which “the schoolof the battery ” 
was most beautifully illustrated, including the several firings, 
to the delight of the very numerous audience of soldiers and 
civilians. At the close of the review the National Guardsmen 
visited the Fort and quarters, and were then entertained by 
the officers of the garrison. 

The rifle matches between the teams of officers and men 
resulted in a victory for the Brooklyn soldiers as follows, the 
victors using the 50 cal.

A review tendered to Col. Barbour, 4th regiment C. N. G., 
and the usual handsome dress parade closed the day. 

On Monday evening a severe rain storm set in, which con- 
tinued during Tuesday, making life at Camp Robinson simply 
unbearable. It was cold enough during the early days and 
night«, but on Monday the men slept in full harness. The 
march to breakfast through the sticky soil did not tend to 
revive the saddened spirits of the men, and not a few wished 
that ‘‘rations " had been served in camp. For the first time 
during the trip the services of the surgeon was in demand. 
The review by Gen. Burnside had to be postponed, the gen- 
eral being detained by the storm. The rain ceased late in 
the afternoon and the usual dress parade was held. In the 
evening the men held a mock es e in front of the Ocean 
House, and caused a great deal of merriment to the officers 
and guests as well as the large concourse of citizens which 
crowded every available space. The last day in camp is 
usually a busy one, and always one to be long remembered. 
From carly morning the din of preparation had been going 
on, and ere noon Quartermaster Budd reported all State 
property correctly turned in. The ofticers performed full 
duty this last day, for besides their regular work they were 
ordered on special duty at the residence of ex-Governor E. 
D. Morgan, where a sumptuous lunch had been provided for 
them. But if the morning was a busy one, the glory of the 
afternoon repaid the warriors for their extra labor. At 4 
p. M. assembly was sounded, and with his usual promptness 
Adj. Frothingham formed the regiment for review by Maj.- 
Gen. Ambrose E. Burnside. At no parade of the week did 
the command show to better advantage. Every member of 
tie regiment at Newport was on duty, and all on their mettle. 
** Prepare for review” was given by Lieut.-Col. Partridge, 
the ranks were opened in splendid shape, every head and eye 
in the front rank being turned to the right. The “ front” 
was prompt and marked. Gen. Burnside was accompanied 
by Gens. Vogdes and Jackson, U.S. A. ; Gen. Potter, of New 
York, and Col. Ward, and as he passed down he closely 
se ‘utinized each man. The regiment, however, wae prepared, 
and during the long inspection uot a head, hand or eye was 
moved. The passage could hardly be excelled, and not- 


withstanding the declivity of the und, ali and 
Gistances were Leautifully preserved, while salutes were ex- 


out expressions of praise Army officers present. 
Gen. Jackson said, ‘‘I never saw a battalion wheel into line 
as well as this.” At the close of the review a few movements 
in the school of the battalion were executed, after which one 
of the regiment's perfect dress les was executed to the 
delight of the officers present. Of all the ceremonies of the 
week, this day's ecli them all, and it was no wonder that 
at the dismissal officers and men were happy. At 6 P. m. 
camp was struck and the men marched to the Ocean House 
for supper. The few remaining hours were spent in good- 
byes and hand shakings, and at 8 p. mu. line was formed and 
the regiment marched to the steamboat, a marching salute 
— paid to Governor Van Zandt on theronte. The com- 
mand reached its armory early on Thursday morning July 
10, all well pleased with their week at ‘* Ocean Cliff.” 

During the week the discipline of the command has been of 
the very best description, with not a single point that the 
greatest stickler oul cavil at. Officers and men were always 
on time, prompt for all the work required, and most pro- 
ticient in the military duties required from them. The com- 
mand leaves ——— with the good wishes of its citizens and 
a hearty request that they will return next year, and it is safe 
to axsert that the regiment's ** week in camp” will so add to 
its former prestige, that, ere the close of the year, the one 
vacant company letter will be filled by one hundred men, 
while the small companies will be recruited to the full stand- 
ard. Outside of this, what has the 23d gained by the ex- 
penditure of some $15,000 and the loss of time to ofticers and 
men? Had the word ** excursion” been used to designate the 
trip instead of ‘“‘camp,” we could heartily compliment the 
command on its splendid time and the making of hosts of 
friends, for in fact all who came in contact with either officers 
or men must retain a warm friendship for the organization. 
As we understand it, a tour of “camp life” for the National 
Guard means hard work and certain privations, deemed neces- 
sary for the perfection of the men in the duties of soldiers ; 
yet with the 23d, at the very outset, order of camp duty and 
drills of all kinds were omitted, and with exception of the 
ceremonies, neither officer nor man received the slightest parti- 
cle of the instruction so much needed by our citizen soldiers. 
For years the National Guard, not alone of New York State, 
has been steadily improving in morale, and its needs are 
becoming more and more apparent to its capable officers. 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Michigan and Illinois have re- 
ceived the benefit of camp instruction, and in New York State 
those who have the welfare of the guard at heart are untiring 
in their efforts to bring about State encampments for the 
instruction of both officers and men in field service. If what 
ix gained by the 23d for their ‘“‘ week in camp”—the pleasures 
of a fashionable watering place, board at a first class hotel, 
and exemption from all military duty, except review and dress 
parade—is to be taken as a criterion, then the labor of these 
officers would indeed be in vain, and the money of the State 
and time of the men would be wasted. 

Now let us look at what should be the duty required for a 
week in camp, and ask if this command, rich enough to ex- 
pend from $10,000 to #15,000, would not have been repaid 
for the outlay, if on a sudden call for active service in the 
State—say a repetition of the Hornellsville campaign—it had 
gone through the routine. Reveille, sun mse, company and 
squad drill, under the supervision of the officers, 5 to 6 a. M.; 
breakfast, 7 a. M.; guard mount, 8 a.m. One company each 
day in order that every man should become familiar with the 
duties of sentinels, and officers and non-coms. the duty of 
guards, Atl. m., skirmish drill by company. It is now 
generally conceded that with the present improved breech- 
loading rifle or magazine gun, the battles of the future will 
be fought in single lines ; the engagements will as heretofore 
be begun by skirmishers, but that instead of their retreating 
to the main body, their line will be re-enforced until the 
reserve are all in action. How necessary then is this instruc- 
tion in skirmish drill, and yet we are safe in saying that not a 
regiment in the State of New York is familiar with its details. 
After dinner the men should be given the afternoon for 
yleasure, as “‘all work and no play makes Jack a dull boy,” 
mat at 5 p. m. a drill in the school of the battalion should ‘be 
held, followed by review and dress parade. At half-past 9 
tattoo, and at 10 taps, at which every man should be in camp. 
Instruction in camp duty has become an absolute necessity of 
the National Guard, and the sooner State authorities look the 
fact squarely in the face, the better for all concerned. 

Another suggestion, and well worth the attention of th 

Adjutant-General 8. N. Y., is to request the United States 
Government to allow the State troops to garrison, for a stated 
period in summer, the forts in the harbor of New York and on 
the lakes, each brigade or regiment to take its regular tour. 
This would enable both officers and men to acquire a full and 
complete knowledge of camp life, and would enable the 
Government to have at alt times a largely increased body of | 
troops, capable of protecting its harbors and frontiers, and 
would allow the United States officers a chance to assemble 
their now scattered commands and renew their practical 
acquaintance with a variety of military tasks, often perforce 
neglected in the routine restrictions of post and garrison.

Twenty-tHikp Ser. Co. New York (Hubsox.)—On tlie 
morning of June 26 this command, Capt W. R. Eltitig, 
paraded on the base ball ground, Hudson, for annual 
Inspection and muster by Col. Briggs, Asst. Inspt. Gen. 
The company was formed for review with cight sets of fours 
and presented to the reviewing officer a very handsome 
appearance in their gray dress uniform, but without knap- 
sacks. ‘The ceremony of review was neatly conducted, not 
showy but in that solid manner indicative of good troops. 
The steadiness was excellent and salutes in the main good. 
The details of inspection were well conducted, but in many 
minor points considerable deticiencies were noted. The com- 
pany musicians paraded without belts or epaulettes, At the 
close of the inspection a short drill was held in the move- 
ments of the school of the company and manual, the 
execution of the several movements showing that much 
improvement had been made during the past year. The 
company has been without adequate quarters since its organ 
ization, but by a combined effort the county supervisors 
have been prevailed on to erect a suitable building, and the 
companies’ new armory will be first class in every respect.

Crass Rive Pracrice.—Capt. H. W. Clarke, commanding 
Co. I, 5ist New York (Syracuse), who some six months ago 
rather severely criticised the established system of class rifle 
practice, and who at that time was accused of a want of in- 
terest in his command and the service generally, sends us a 
communication, endorsing the change established by Major 
Farr, 11th Brigade, and our suggestions for the advancement 
of the men in the perfection of the practice.

FrirtH New Yorx.—tThe first tour of duty, “ third class ” 
of this command, was held at Creedmoor July 7, 150 men pa- 
rading under command of Lieut.-Col. Gimpel. The detach- 
ment reached the ferry in season to take the 8 a. M. train, 
and on arriving at the ground practice was at once com- 
menced under the direction of Major Schermerhorn, Brigade 
I. R. P., assisted by Capt. O. L. Wenz, Regimental I. R. 
P. The day was not in favor of good shooting, a gale blow- 
ing from the southeast, so that it was not to be wondered 
that only average scores were made, and that the percentage 
of qualification was decidedly low. The officers worked hard 
and the new regime, each man using his own piece, and firing 
in squads at the sound of the bugle, was fully carried out to 
the satisfaction of the Brigade Inspector of Rifle Practice. Of 
the 150 officers and men present, 137 practiced in the third 
class, 100 and 150 yards, 83 qualifying. As the scores were 
completed at 150 yards, the men were transferred to the 300 
yards targets on thé old range, so that by noon the first stage 
of the second class was almost completed. A rest of an hour 
was then taken for lunch, and at the sound of the bugle, the 
men again formed in rear of the 400 yards targets, while 
those who had failed were allowed a second trial in the 
third class. But 23 men qualified at the 300 and 400 yards, 
and of these the following 11 qualified as marksmen : Sergt. 
T. Metz. Surgeon Messemer, Lieut. A. C. Homan, 31; Priv. 
P. Schroeder, Capt. Geo. Strippel, 30 ; Lieut.-Col. H. Gimpel, 
29; Sergt. H. Domis, Priv. E. Lutz, 28 ; Prive. W. Klinge, 
M. Meyer, 27; Capt. Henry Rugen, 26. The very best of 
discipline was maintained throughout the day, and Dr. Mes- 
semer was not called upon to exercise on either sunstroke or 
accident. The troops returned to the city on the 5:30 Pp. m. 
train. 

PENNSYLVANIA.— With the exception of a few inspections 
in the interior brigades of the State, in accordance with G. 
O. No. 2, from division headquarters, very little has trans- 
pired in military circles for several weeks past. Bat- 
talion and company drills have generally been suspended, 
and the ranks of the companies still drilling show consider- 
able falling off. The State Legislature failed to pass the 
bill providing for an annual encampment, and as it did not 
see the necessity of providing for target practice, it would 
seem likely to place the National Guard in about the same 
predicament as the frog in getting out of the well, go forward 
in winter only to fall back the greater part of the way in 
summer, 

Another regiment has been organized in the northeastern 
part of the State, and will be composed of some new compa- 
nies and others detached from the 12th regiment. Co. B, 
of the Washington Grays Battalion, has been disbanded for 
general inefticiency ; this will give a chance to Maj. Bonaffon 
to organize a company the equal of the balance of the 
battalion, which is excellent. It was predicted in these 
columns when the brigade was reorganized last fall that the 
formation of double battalions instead of one good regiment 
would eventually prove an unwise measure ; from appear- 
ances the prediction has already been verified, and if rumor 
proves true a reorganization may again take place. Too 
many commands has always been the bane of the military 
policy of this State, but the fact thereof it would seem hard 
for our authorities to learn even by experience. 


Massacuusetts.— Ninth Regiment.—This command pa- 
raded upon Boston Common Wednesday, June 25, leaving 
the same evening for New York, where they were received 
by the 69th regiment. Line for review was formed at 2:30 
P. M., and was well done, barring the error of a ruffle given 
the battalion commander when the adjutant turned over the 
command. Ranks were opened, the dressing being prompt 
and the men attending strictly to business. The drum-major 
did not seem to understand his business, for when the salute 
was given to Gen. Berry there was a deal of hesitancy as to 
the proper number of ruffles to which he was entitled. The 
men maintained a beautiful steadiness during the time con- 
sumed by the party in passing around the line. In forming

Battery A, First Battalion Light Artillery.—This command 
Lieut. Smith, was inspected upon Boston Common Friday 
afternoon, June 27, it being the last of the State inspections.

Upon returning to the original ground the battery came into 
line and executed “action front,” quickly followed by limber- 
ing up, going into column again and passing the reviewing 
officer at double time. The detailed inspection was very 
good. The drill which followed surprised us, because it was 
so entirely unexpected. It is evident that a large number of 
recruits were present, and, when considering this fact, it 
redounds all the more to the battery's credit. Taken alto- 
gether the command did well, and it is to be hoped that the 
internal troubles will soon be settled, for nothing is to hinder 
Boston’s only battery being equal if not superior to that of 
Melrose and Worcester. The battery paraded as follows :
